RELIGION AND THE STATE.

A Word About Sunday Observance and Re-
ligious Liberty.

A paper discussing ““Sunday  Observ-
ance ad Religious Liberty,! lately pre-
pared and pr «1 by o commitlec of
Baptist listers’  Conterence ol
Richmond and adopted onanimously by
it, is of a value and importance reaching
far ljcymul that particular religious com-
munjo.

1t seems that one of the chief officers
of @ national society for the protection
of Sunday had meude addresses In Rich-
mond, in which he wok the ground that

1 Christian nation' and that the
£ ordingly, has the right, and it
is its duty. to enact Jaws Tor the protee-
tion of Christinn institutions as such,
though not to diseriminate between dif-
ferent Christian se The paper pre-
sented by the Baptist Commiitee for the
text of which we are indebted to the

Religions Herald of that town, combats
that view vigorously and successfully and
breathes a spirit of love of liberty and of
faith in  democracy refreshing to an
American, mere especially as it comes
from a denomination which is strict in Its
observance of Sunday as an imperative
religious obligation.

The paper starts out by taking the
ground that *‘the State has no right to
legisiate concerning Sunday as a holy
amul religious day,” but must confine its
laws with regard to it to the purely sec-
ular consideration that as a day of rest
the experience of mankind has shown
that it is desirable and necessary. If it
ig to be protected by the State as a re-
liglous duty, a8 an institution of the
Christian religion, “why," asks the Te-
port, “‘limic legislation to the mere mat-
ter of cessation from ordinary labor?”
“As a Christlan institution, the duties of
worship and of active Christian work are
not less obligatory.”  Why, then, “en-
force the Jewish idea of rest and ignore
the Christian ideas of religious work and
worship?"' Moreover, the Jewish Sab-
bath is on g different day from the Sun-
dayv of the Christian. >

Thereafter the paper proceeds to deal
with the asscertion that “wo are a Chris-
tian nation,” by denying it squarely and
presenting historical evidence )
its case. As the committec says, ‘‘we
are a Christian people, In the scense that
the great majority of ourn people are eith-
er aciively or nominally syinpathetic witl
the Christian religion, but we are not u
Christian nation In the sense that we
have a right to impese by law distinc-
tively Christian duties on others.” The
ethical principles of Christianity are in
our laws. "not becouse Christ taught
them,” but because they are generully
accepted as “eternally and unchangeably
true.”” Most of the commandments of the
Decalogue are enforced by our laws, not
as @ relicious obligation, but as a moral
code universally recognized as essentlal
to the preservation of the social organ-
ization. To go farther and pass laws on
the theory of a purely religious obliga-
tion is practically to ‘introduce a’ unity
of Church and Btate which is subversive
of our republican system, If as *'a Chris-
tlan nation' wa should suppert one Chria-
fian institution. why not another?:
“‘nvoke  State support for the Christian

toolk the sound ground that *'in matters
of relizion no man’s right s abridzsed by
the institution of civil society, and that
religton is wholly exempt from its cogni-
zance.” Such o doctrine as that on which
the Lill was founded, concluded Madison, !
h invasion of an inalienable {right |
h imperils all other eivil liberties |
which have been won at a frizhtiul cost
of blood and suffering.  That was the end
of the proposed measure.

The “Act to Establish Peligious Free-
dom’' druwn by Jefferson and passed by
the General Assembly, December 15, 1755,
provided:

~fPhat no man shall be compelled to fre-
quent Or Support any religious worship.
place, or ministry whatsoever: nor shall
be enforced, restrained, molested, or
burthenecd in - his body or goods nor shall
otherwise suffer on account of his re-
ligious opinions or belief; but that all
men shall be free to pro-ess and by argu-
ment to maintain their opinions in matters
of relizion, and that the same shall in no
wise diminish, enlarge, or affest their civil
capacities:””

The First Amendment to the Constitu-
tion of the United States, as proposed by
Madison, declires sympathetically that
~Congress shall make no law respecting
an establishment of religion, or prohibit-
ing the free exercise thereof.'” This is 2
principle vital to the repuablic and it can-
not be. invaded or evaded without estab-
lishing or conniving at a onion. of State
and church destructive or per=tnal liberty.

The Richmond. Baptists, themselves de-
vout znd rigid believers in the Christian
oblization- of & relizgious observance of
Sunday, deserve honor, therefore, for the
consistency - of their views with  the
foundation principle of our free republic,

REPENTANCE IS

NOT AX EMOTION,

Bishop Thompson, of Mississippi
Delivers First of Series of Lec-

tures on the Church,

The Rt. Rev. Hugh Miller Thompsorn.
I». 1»., Bizhop of Missiszippi, delivereil
the first of o series of five lectures on
“Doctrine

last night.

The special subject last night was “Re
pentanee,’” and at the outset BI
Thompson, in hiz review of the world's
history, showed that all
leadine to the establishing of
the Itingdom of God over the world. The
preparations for this were among all na-
tiongz, the heathen as well as among the
chesen people. \Wherever light or truth
was found, Bishop Thompson declared 1t
wiis ettributable to God, and in the full-
ness of time Christ's kingdom was estab-
lished. He digcus=ed the mission of John
the Baptist and the dcetrine of repent-
ance which he practiced.

“There are two things that do not
change,” declared Bishop Thompson. *'One
is God and the other is the human heart.”
The word repentance, as is used in the
Wew Testament, is the Greek metanoes.
meaning a change of mind. explained the
speaker, and repentance itself is an intel-
lactual net, not an emaotional one. “Sarrow
alone,'”” declared the speaker, “is not re-
pentance. In omier to he truly repentant
the mind must underzo o change.”

The Greek lanmuage. said Bishop
Thompson, conveyed this iden of Tepen-
tance as could no other. “The language

of the Romans.’" said the speaker. “had |

no worid for repentance, therefore, instead
of making it a subjective change, it was
an outward act, the doing of penance.
The language of the Romans had oo word
for Saviour until Jerome introduced the
word Salvator, in his translation of the
Greek, while the Greek always had.””
Rishop Thompson developed the idea
that the Kingdom of God is in the world
to. make this place better for Creator and
created, but this world was God's, not
Satan's. All men are God's children, and
though some may be prodigals, through
Christ the prodigal can gain the privilege
of sonship. ’
Sald the lecturer: *“If humanity has on-
Iy this werd and this life, thep it is far
better to be the dog, the eagle of the alr,
or the tiger in the jungle. It Is only
through the promises of this Kingdom
that man finds his completeness and his

end.”
